Pittsburgh.—A coal mine 
in 
the 
Harmarville section of Pittsburgh has 
yielded what scientists say is one of j 
the finest examples of a fossil of a j 
tree branch In the world. 
The fos­ 
sil, believed to be more than 100,000,- 
000 years old, was found by workmen 
in the Hamar Mine of the Consumer 
Mining Company. 
It was removed 
to Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
where it is to be placed on exhibit. | 
The plant fossil was discovered by 
miners which they 
were 
removing 
slate. 
According to Dr. Charles R. 
Fettke, professor of geology, and Ed­ 
ward Steitle, mine expert, 
it 
is 
a 
“Lepidodenron Lanceolatum,” one of j 
the plants form ing important coal dc-, 
posits. 
It grew, they say, during the 
Pennsylvania period of the “Carbonif­ 
erous” more than a hundred million 
years ago. 
The fossil represents the top of a 
tree, standing about four feet high, 
with a spread of about three feet. 
The main branch is two inches thick < 
at the butt, and, in its present car­ 
bonized form, is as thin 
paper. The 
woody part of the fossil is carbon- | 
ized, or turned to coal.

Pennsylvania re­ 
ceipts dropped from 20 to 5 cars and 
those from Washington from IS) to 6 
cars during the year. 
As in previous years, approximately 
40 per cent of, all the receipts con­ 
sisted of mixed carloads of various 
fruits and vegetables almost entirely 
from 
Philadelphia 
and 
Baltimore. 
These amounted to only 963 cars, ll 
per cent loss than a year ago. 
To 
some extent this decrease can be at­ 
tributed to the increased use of the 
motor truck as a means of transporta­ 
tion. 
Bananas Lead—314 Cars 
Increased quantities of practically 
all of the other fruits 
were 
found, 
bananas leading with 314 cars, 70 
more than last season. 
Most of the 
other important 
fruits 
showed 
in­ 
creases of from 20 to 50 per cent ex­ 
cept for cantaloupes, watermelons and 
strawberries. 
The 
increase in re­ 
ceipts of peaches was due to the small 


local 
crop. 
Unloads 
of 
oranges 
amounted to 192 
cars, watermelons 
144, cantaloupes 
127, 
grapes 
IOO, 
peaches 77, grapefruit 37 and straw­ 
berries 25 cars. 
The increasing demand for winter 
vegetables is indicated by the large 
quantity of lettuce and celery received 
mostly from California and Florida. 
Forty-five cars of lettuce and 35 cars 
of celery received were* unloaded as 
compared with 29 and 14, respectively, 
a year ago. Of the 97 cars of cabbage 
received, 57 came from New York, 13 
from South Carolina and only 2 from 
Pennsylvania.
